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THE LAND VALUE TAXATION PROPOSALS 


HE Finance Bill, which has now been issued, closely 


follows as regards the land taxation proposals, ~ 


the Bill issued on June 6 last year, but one or 

two glaring injustices disclosed in that Bill have 
been remedied, and there is one important distinction 
between that Bill and the present measure in that the 
first Bill was only a measure to attain valuation without the 
slightest indication as to what use was to be made of that 
valuation—a very singular proposition to lay before 
Parliament—but in the new Bill the object is declared in 
clause 7, the first clause relating to land valuation, to be 
“Subject to the provisions of this Part of this Act relating 
to exemptions” to charge for the financial year ending 
March 31, 1934, and for each subsequent financial year “ a 
tax (to be called the ‘ Land Value Tax’) ”’ at the rate of 
one penny in each pound of the land value of every land 
unit. Thus at a time when it is admitted on all hands that 
taxation has reached its limit and that it is injuring the trade 
prospects of the country and causing, in consequence, un- 
employment, a new and uncertain tax which must bear 
upon every industry in the country, as the land is the 
raw material, in a sense, of every industry, is foreshadowed, 
the innocent penny being put in the forefront probably to 
allay suspicion. The Income Tax was reintroduced, after 
having been allowed to fall in abeyance for a considerable 
period, in 1842 at sevenpence, but from 1854 to 1855 it 
rose to Is, 2d., soon, however, to return to its previous 
level or even lower ; from 1874 to 1876 it was but twopence ; 
but the present generation are hardly to be lulled to sleep 
by the consideration that when a new system of taxation 
is first imposed the impost itself is but a little one, as they 
have learned by experience that when once a tax is rooted 
its growth may be prodigious and that it may be subject 
to fluctuation not only from the national necessity, but 
according to the political opinions of the government of 
the day. 

In the Financial Memorandum that accompanies. the 
Bill it is stated that the first valuation will be a work of 
magnitude, the cost of which cannot be estimated with 
precision, but the amount required to provide additions 
to professional and clerical staff, office accommodation, 
equipment and supplies, and the remuneration payable to 
‘he panel of referees is estimated to be not less than a million, 
and may approach £1,500,000. We anticipate a good 
tiany supplemental estimates in connection with this 
valuation, and of course, the above figure takes no account 
« the enormous private expenditure involved, which, how- 

er, landowners, the victims of the futile experiment of 

09-1910, may be able to furnish. 


The relation of these proposals to building enterprise 
serious. Land owned by local authorities is exempted, 

id the policy of this Government is only to subsidise 
ldings erected and owned by local authorities. Private 
iterprise is unsubsidised, and now is to be subjected to a 
pecial tax on the land, its raw material. If it had not 
een for private enterprise in building during the first ten 
st-war years the housing conditions in this country would 

« very different from what they are now. The un- 
“ortunate experiment of 1909 had seriously crippled housing 
nterprise before the war broke out, and this was one of the 
elements which put the nation to such serious expenditure 
n subsidising housing. Private enterprise is now in a 
position to compete successfully with municipal enterprise, 
‘ven though the latter is subsidised, and this competition 
should be encouraged as tending to keep down the level of 


working-class rents ; but the Government, with its theories 
of nationalisation, favours municipal enterprise, and to 
assure Its Supremacy now proposes to put private enterprise 
at a disadvantage by imposing on the latter a special form 
of taxation, capable, as is the case with the income tax, of 
being increased by any amount. The lessons of the past 
are lost sight of, and even housing is to be made the victim 
of pohtical ideas. 

Had there been no valuation and land taxes in 1909 the 
subsidies subsequently found necessary would have been 
considerably reduced, and now the policy appears to be 
to lay the foundation of a scheme which will handicap 
private enterprise anew. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
appears to have one fact present to his mind—that the 
failure of the land taxes imposed in 1909-10 to raise revenué 
was due to their being founded on some element of principle. 
The increment value duty was aimed at securing for the 
community that uncertain element, the accretion in value 
attributable to the community ; the reversion duty only 
operated on the determination of a lease ; and the un- 
developed land duty was aimed at preventing land from 
being held up. But such attempt at equity as appeared 
in the scheme proved its undoing, and it was proved that 
on reasonable lines it was both expensive and unremunera- 
tive. Since that date, and since the failure of land taxation 
continued until 1922, the legislatiire has adopted other 
means of attacking the alleged abuses that lan@ valuation 
was put forward to cure. As regards betterment the prin- 
ciple was recognised in the Town Planning Acts and is 
largely to be extended in the Bill now before Parliament, 
and this bears upon increment value. As regards reversion 
duty, the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927, has secured 
improvements at the end of a lease to the tenant ; whilst 
as regards undeveloped land duty, land can no longer be 
held up, but can be acquired on reasonable terms under the 
Acquisition of Land (Assessment of Compensation) Act, 1919. 

These facts seem to be ignored on the re-introduction of 
the idea of land valuation and taxation, and all that 
appears to have been realised was that if the scheme was 
to be re-introduced all equitable elements must be omitted, 
and the only way was to introduce a new form of income 
tax, or rating, levied on all classes except the municipalities 
and one small class ; for although according to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer all the land is really owned by the 
community, in other words the people, he has thought fit 
to exclude one small class, viz.: those who would pay a 
tax of ten shillings a year, from their obligation to pay 
rent to the people at large and to oecupy their land gratis. 
This illustrates the absurdity of the Chancellor's claim, of 
the land for the people, and it has not even economy to 
justify it, for if the Bill is properly administered, it is clear 
the smallest plots must be valued to ascertain the magic 
sum of ten shillings. 

The De-rating Act (a measure we have never favoured) 
was introduced because it was recognised that in the 
present condition of industry even a small sum off the 
cost of production might make a difference in the competi- 
tion for trade. The present Bill affects the site of every 
factorv and every brickfield and will injure industry as a 
whole and emphasise the undesirable side of de-rating and 
render the measure abortive. The threat of new taxation 
and new valuations alone is bad for industry in its present 
critical condition, and must increase unemployment.

COMPETITION, COVENTRY 


lng competition promoted by the City of 
Coventry for this hospital is a further proof 
of the advantages of the open competition 
system. As announced last week, the first 
three places have been awarded to :-— 

ist (Design No, 23), Mr. Stanley Atkin- 
son, 101, Windspr House, Wenlock Road, 
London, N.1. 

2nd (Design No. 56), Messrs. Paine and 
Hobday, 2, Millbank House, Wood Street, 
Westminster, London, 8.W.1. 

5rd (Design No. 83), Messrs. Harvey and 
Wicks, 5, Bennetts Hill, Birmingham. 

The 131 sets of drawings are on exhibition 
in St. Mary’s Hall, Coventry. 


Undoubtedly, the first thing to do in plan- 
ning an institution of this description is to 
obtain a good lay-out. Although many ex- 
cellent schemes were submitted, only one 
competitor fully grasped the possibilities of 
the site at Pinley. This was primarily a 
competition for a lay-out, the detail plan- 
ning being a comparatively simple matter 
on such small units. 

The feeling obtained from the first cursory 
examination of the drawings, that this 
scheme is rightly placed, was not altered 
after a detailed inspection. The assessor’s 
task, after placing the first design, must, 
ee have been considerably more diffi- 
cult. 

The standard of design submitted gener- 
ally in the competition is very high; never- 
theless, a large number of competitors have 
failed to get a first idea of the correct lines 
for the lay-out. This is probably due to 
neglect to view the site, a most necessary 
precaution in a competition of this charac- 
ter. Many competitors made the main en- 
trance from Humber Road, a proceeding 
which generally necessitated the placing of 
the ward blocks on the low part of the site. 
One competitor submitted two complete 
schemes, beautifully rendered, but both em- 
bodying this obvious error. 

Mr. Stanley Atkinson, in his exceptional 
lay-out, has chosen to plan his ward blocks 
parallel to a road running north-west to 
south-east on the high part of the site, with 
their length following the contours. The 
main entrance is at the south-west angle of 
the site, with the principal axjs practically 
bisecting the site and running at right 
angles to the contours in an easterly direc. 
tion and passing through the administrative 
block, staff home and kitchen. The ex- 
tremely sagacious placing of the latter build- 
ings 1n relation to each other and the ward 
blocks is the key to the problem, and is where 
this scheme scores so heavily over any other 
submitted. 

The lay-out is broad, symmetrical and 
convincing. It would be economical of 
foundation work to the various blocks and 
of road making. In considering his lay-out 
the winner has availed himself of the whole 
of the site, including the portion marked 
for future extension, and the symmetry of 
his scheme would remain unaffected whether 
the future blocks were added or not and 
would produce a harmonious unity as ap- 
proached from the main entrance. To sum 
up, this clever arrangement on the site has 
produced a group of buildings having a hori- 
zontal character, with all balancing masses 
maintained on the same levels. 


It was left to competitors to plan the 
nurses’ home, administration and kitchen 
departments as separate units or as a single 
block. Mr. Atkinson has adopted the latter 
method, but in placing the staff home be- 
tween the kitchen and administrative de- 
partments has sacrificed something of 
amenity for economy of working. From the 
view point of internal working he certainly 
scores, and his scheme must commend itself 
to those responsible for the supervision and 
smooth running of the institution. 

In the design placed second, the main en- 
trance is about 120 yards from the western 


extremity of the site on the London Road. 
The administration and kitchen blocks are 
on the main axis, with the cubicle and ward 
blocks on the higher land to the north. In 
this scheme, the nurses’ home, administra- 
tive block and kitchen are planned as 
separate units. Although this is an excel- 
lent lay-out, as far as it goes, the future 
extensions were not sufficietitly considered, 
but give the impression that they were 
added after the first portion to be built was 
planned. 

It is a little difficult to see just where the 
design placed third scores over some of the 
commended designs. It is better in detail 
planning than in lay-out. The main en- 
trance to the site is again from the London 
Road, and the authors have followed the 
contour 250 to get into the site with 
their main driveway to the administrative 
block, which here again is planned with the 
nurses’ home and kitchen. The various 
blocks are well planned, but do not sit well 
on the site, and some of the ward blocks are 
on the low ground and would not group well 
behind the administrative block. 

The detailed planning of the premiated 
designs generally is very good. In the ward 
blocks the second and third placed designs 
show direct supervision of the wards from 
the duty rooms, a point which the winner 
has not considered of importance. A good 
point in the cubicle block in No. 3 is the 
setting of the wings at an angle so that the 
men’s corridor is not visible from the 
women’s.

CHARING CROSS 
BRIDGE 


In a letter to The Times, on the subject 
of the official scheme for Charing Cross 
Bridge, Mr. D. 8S. MacColl writes:—* The 
delay before the new bridge could be even 
begun is put by Mr. Dalrymple Hay at 
7 to 7} years. Moreover, two bridges, 
not one, will be required, a temporary as 
well as a permanent, the temporary along- 
side of Hungerford Bridge, downstream. To 
build this safely the northbound branch 
of the Hampstead Tube must be displaced. 


Instead of} this complicated procedure 
Mr. Hay proposes to begin by diverting 
his Tube (he was responsible for its making) 
and using the abandoned branch for con- 
structing under water the foundations of 
a permanent bridge in the position of the 
projected temporary one. Why should we 
net adopt this proposal and limit the im- 
mediate improvement to this, the urgent 
part, and the agreed part among compet- 
ing projects, leaving Charing Cross Station 
and railway bridge as they are for the pre- 
sent. The advantages are:— 


1. The saving of time; perhaps as much 
as seven years. 

2. The saving of millions in cost at a 
time when we cannot afford any but neces- 
sary expenditure. Why should the rate 
and tax payer find money for the demoli- 
tion and replacement of a bridge and sta- 
tion which the railway company must ulti- 
mately take in hand? 

3. The convenience of railway passengers 
would be continued till time is ripe for 
what must come; the substitution of an 
under-water and underground line and sta- 
tion for electric traffic. 

4. The postponement of doubtful “ im- 
provements” on the farther side till a 
more general plan is in sight, and opinion, 
at present fluid, has had time to, eryetallise. 
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The bridge and its connection with Water- 
loo-road would prejudice nothing. 


5. The new position would straighten out 
to some extent the deflections from a 
straight course. The displacement of both 
branches of the Tube would straighten it 
still further. 


6. The Ministry of Transport and the 
London County Council would obtain what 
they urgently require; the railway company 
would be satisfied instead of opposing; and 
the solution would have Sir Reginald Blom- 
field’s second vote, if not his first.” 

Upon inquiry at the London County 
Council on Wednesday afternoon, we were 
informed that Sir William Ray, of the 
Municipal Reform party, has made a 
statement to the effect that if the Ministry 
of Transport hold to their offer to guaran- 
tee 75 per cent. of the cost of the bridge, 
the Municipal Reform party will support 
Scheme No. 6 in Council. This is under- 
stood to be tantamount to the certain pas- 
sage of the Scheme through the L.C.C. 


OBITUARY 


Dr. Thomas Ashby. 


We regret to announce the death of Dr. 
Thomas Ashby, the distinguished archzolo- 
gist, at the age of 57. Thomas Ashby was 
the —= son of Thomas Ashby, a member of 
the well-known Quaker family. For reasons 
of health the father lived for many years in 
Rome, and the son went to and fro for holi- 
days and vacations during a very successful 
career at. Winchester and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford. As a disciple of Lanciani, he gained 
familiarity with the graphy and history 
of Rome and the Campagna, while he 
acquired knowledge and enthusiasm for the 
bibliographical] side of his subject in his 
father’s remarkable collection of books on 
Rome. When the British School at Rome 
was founded, on the initiative of Henry 
Pelham, in 1901, Ashby was enrolled as its 
first student. Two years later he was ap- 
ag Assistant Director of the’School under 
Mr. Rushforth and Professor Stuart Jones, 
and he succeeded the latter as Director in 
1906. In 1912 the old British Schoo] became 
the Faculty of Archeology in the new school, 
founded by the Royal Commission of the 1851 
Exhibition, and Ashby was appointed direc. 
tor of the combined institution, for which a 
home was preparing in the Balle Giulia. The 
building was still unfinished at the outbreak 
of the war. In 1921, he left the British 
School and moved to a flat in Rome, where 
he continued his archxological work. ‘In par- 
ticular, he completed the editing and revising 
of the valuable ‘‘ T aphical Dictionary 
of Ancient Rome,”’ left unfinished by the late 
Professor G. B. Platner, and issued by the 
Oxford Press in 1929. He wrote largely in 
periodicals, and was a much valued contribu- 
tor to The Builder. Ashby was elected a 
Fellow of the British Academy in 1927, and 
was also F.S.A. and Hon. A.R.I.B.A. 


Mr. Philip Norman. 


Mr. Philip Norman, LL.D., F.S.A., died 
on May 1 at his home in South Kensington 
in his 89th year. Norman was sent in 1855 to 
Eton, and from 1868 to 1872 was in business 
at Jerez, in Spain. But his real bent was to 
art as a career, and he entered the Slade 
School. He became a frequent exhibitor at 
the Royal Academy and the Grosvenor and 
New Galleries. His medium of expression in 
his work was water-colour, in which he 
showed a pleasant sense of colour, and at the 
same time presented the archeological facts. 
Much of the London of some 30 or 40 
years ago, such as the picturesque Holywell 
and Wych streets that the new Aldwych has 
swept away, and the old inns in Southwark 
and elsewhere, were thus recorded by him. 
He wrote very largely on the subject he had 
made particularly his own. A member of the 
Society of Antiquaries, for several years he 
served as its treasurer, and he was a helpful 
member, in its earlier days, of the Art

The beginning of the Association, said the 
lecturer, carried back as far as the year 
1842. The usual date assigned was 1847, 
and this was the date which appeared on 
the Association’s notepaper, but it was 
actually in 1842 when there was formed the 
British Association of Architectural Draughts- 
men, from which the present Architectural 
Association was directly descended. The 
middle of the nineteenth century was an 
extraordinary period. There was the Re- 
form Bill agitated for and passed, and all 
sorts of social legislation. All kinds of 
architectural discussions were going on, and 
there was an urge towards the improve- 
ment of education, not only amongst work- 
men but also among architects. All man- 
ner of new societies were being started. In 
1843 the Government passed a Bill to exempt 
societies which were formed for the purpose 
of encouraging arts and sciences from the, 
paymen: of rates. The Architectural Asso- 
‘lation had lived under the benefit of this 
legislation until. quite 1ecently, and now

students still said nowadays. Mr. 
Gray complained about the difficulty 
of the young architect obtaining any educa- 
tion of any kind and the sort of swindle of 
the pupilage system. A Mr. Robert Kerr 
took the matter up, and in the event a 
meeting was called at the Lions Inn Hall. 
At the time, although people were thinking 
about architectural education, they did not 
quite know in which direction the young 
architect should be taken. On one side 
there were the Goths and on the other the 
Classicists. There was even an unsuccess- 
ful endeavour to evolve a new and modern 
architectural style by combining Gothic and 
Classic form. ‘There was also what nowa- 
days we called “ Functionalism,’’ illustrated 
by such buildings as the King’s Cross rail- 
way station, the glass-houses at Kew, 
and, above all, the Crystal Palace. ‘The 
Lions Inn Hall, at which Mr. Kerr gave his 
lecture on ‘“‘The Present Low State of 
Architectural Education,’ was  some- 
where behind Wych-street, in the Strand. 

In the course of that address he said, 
referring to pupilage, that the existing 
system of architectural education was ex- 
ceedingly defective; and after his lecture 
it was decided that a new society should 
be formed having for its main purpose the 
furthering ot the interests of arch:tectural 
education. Professor Kerr was elected as 
the first president, and the first secretary 
was Mr. Jayne, who had been the secre- 
tary of the original association of architec- 
tural assistants. The treasurer was Mr. 
Charles Gray. The new society used to 
meet about once a week and it was the 
custom for all kinds of papers to be read 
before it by all kinds of people. Sometimes 
these were important people, the “ big 
swells” of the day, but, on the whole, the 
general thing was for the students them- 
selves to read papers, and this went on for 
a long time. Among other subjects dis- 
cussed were acoustics, the best proportions 
for public rooms, building materials, drain- 
age, water supply, and botany as applied 
to architecture. Other subjects were the 
proper application of materials then at 
command, such as brick, cement, iron, glass, 
steel and terracotta, the practicability of 
applying smoke-consuming apparatus to 
domestic fireplaces, new architectural forms 
and the modification of old ones, and so 
on. It was curious to refer to the reports 
of some of those old discussions and find 
people saying just the same kind of thing 
as was being said to-day. Amongst other 
people who had appeared at these meet- 
ings was John Ruskin; who gave a lecture 
on the “Influence of Imagination on Archi- 
tecture.” A very interesting meeting was 
one in 1848, when someone read a paper 
on working-class flats, with particular re- 
ference to some flats built in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Bedford-square. 

In those days, said the lecturer, the whole 
thing was done on a purely voluntary basis. 
The architectural instructor would come 
one evening and discuss matters with the 
younger people. There was also a design 
section and various subjects were set. One 
was a haif-timbered parsonage. Another 
was a steamboat pier. Another was a 
domestic gasolier with six burners. An- 
other was the colour decoration of a plano 
front. Later on. when the Association 
moved from Lions Inn to Conduitstreet— 
this took place in 1859—the classes went on 
very much the same, excepting that they 
were on a more advanced scale, with more 
prizes, and so on. 

One thing to be learned from the study 
of that period was the enormous vitality 
and enthasiasm of the people then con- 
nected with the Architectural Association. 
They had practically no encouragement of 
any kind beyond what they provided for 
themselves. Thev took over the whole 
responsibility of the society and organised 
everything. They produced not only the 
students, but the instructors. In fact, the 
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students were the instructors, and it be- 
came a sort of mutual improvement 
society. Lverything was done in a per- 
fectly friendly way; he had been told that 
the usuai custom was to sit round a tabk 
where long clay pipes were pruvided for 
everybody. The Visitor sat at the top of 
the tabie, and opened the discussion. 

About 1839 or 1890, while the Association 
was still housed at No. 9, Conduit-street, 1 
was felt by a good many people that 
although the classes were quite successful, 
yet more educational work could, and 
should, be done. A big scheme of architec- 
tural education was drawn up for the 
R.LB.A., a system of training in architec- 
ture with paid instructors, and the idea 
was that in time a national school of 
architecture should be created. A com- 
mittee was appointed to organise some sys- 
tem, and this committee sat for quite a 
long time and, finally, produced a scheme 
which they took to the R.I.B.A. The 
President of the R.I.B.A. then invited the 
President of the A.A, to give a lecture to 
the A.A. outlining the scheme and asking 
for the support of the R.I.B.A.. This was 
done, and then, as always since, the 
R.1L.B.A.’s support had been forthcoming. 
As the result of the acceptance of this 
scheme and the appointment of lecturers 
it was found necessary to take bigger pre- 
mises, and these were found at No. 56, 
Great Marlborough-street, where there was 
an attic that could be called a studio and 
various rooms reasonably useful for the 
purpose. The first paid Secretary was ap- 
po ated. but, after a year, he left, to be 
succeeded by Mr. Driver. Mr. Driver was a 
very able, sympathetic and kindly man, 
but -he had died under tragic circumstances 
in 1911, and he (the lecturer) had succeeded 
him. 

The move to Great Marlborough Street 
really set the Association on a new system of 
work, and with a new outlook entirely, but 
it was still only an evening schood. It pros 
pered very much, and at one time there were 
as many as 220 or 230 students attending. 
Practically it was the only architectural edu 
cation available, and in 1900 or thereabouts 
a certain Mr. Smith, who was President, 
had the great idea of establishing a full-time 
architectural course, 7.¢., a day school course, 
The day school was started about the same 
time as he (the lecturer) appeared in the 
Association. The evening school continued 
to exist side by side with it for a time. In 
those days there was a class of design held 
in the evenings worked rather in this way : a 
subject was set, a programme issued, and 
a visitor appointed who got the programme. 
These programmes were distributed to the 
students, who sent in their drawings. These 
drawings would be sent in on Thursday, and 
they would be sent round to the architect 
who was the visitor, and at the next meet 
ing on Monday or Tuesday he would come 
in and criticise. The students paid five shil- 
lings a year for this, and they certainly got 
good value for their money, for the system 
produced some very good men. Thus things 
went on, and in time it was felt that bigger 
and better premises were required. A fund 
was started, mostly at the instigation of Mr. 
Seth Smith, and between £9,000 and £10,000 
was raised. Then it was discovered that the 
Royal Architectural Museum at Westminster 
was not doing too well. The people 
who were running the Royal Architectural 
Museum offered it to the Architectural Asso- 
ciation on condition that the latter took ‘over 
the former's debts, which were not much. 
The Architectural Association accepted the 
offer, and had adapted the Architectural 
Museum as a school, where it had remained 
for some time. 

The lecturer described the events which 
had eventually brought the Architectural 
Association to its present address, and dealt 
with its later history. 

A discussion followed, in which Messrs. 
Knapp-Fisher, H. Austen Hall, G. B. Carvill, 
H. M. Fletcher and Robert Atkinson took 
part, and a vote of thanks was passed to 
the lecturer.

A Proposed Riding School. 

This building has been designed for the 
stabling, exercising and training of polo 
ponies, and covers an area of approximately 
500 ft. long and 200 ft. wide. The elevations 
would be executed in brick, whilst brick 
and steel construction would be generally 
used throughout the building. The maiu 
structure comprises a surround of fifty-two 
loose boxes, two large harness rooms, a 
large combined washing and clipping ruom, 
and separate storage rooms for fodder and 
corn, A room for visitors, with lavatory 
accommodation, is provided on the ground 
floor at the main entrance, together with a 
sitting room and kitchen. Bedrooms, bath- 
room and lavatory accommodation are also 
provided for visitors on the first floor over 
the main entrance. On the first floor at 
the rear of the structure ten separate rooms 
have been set apart for the grooms, together 
with a kitchen and common room. Rooms 
for stores, cupboard accommodation and a 
hay loft are also provided. A wide, open 
corridor separates the loose boxes, etc., on 
all sides, from the spacious exercising 
ground, which is 250 ft. long and 150 ft, 
wide. This ground is entirely covered in 
with a roofing consisting of patent metal 
glazing and asbestos tiling. The roof is 
supported by built-up steel trusses, which 
give an unobstructed span of 150 ft. in the 
clear. It will be observed that whilst ample 
daylight is given to the exercising ground 
hy the introduction of patent metal glazing, 
provision is also made for the installation 
of powerful flood lights, which would, if 
necessary, provide efficient illumination at 
night. 

The design is by Mr. A. N.

New Grammar School, Ramsey, Isle of Man. 


This scheme is the result of an open com- 
petition held last year, and was awarded first 
premium by the assessor, Mr. T. Taliesen 
Rees, F.R.I.B.A. The competition drawings 
were illustrated in The Builder for Novem- 
ber 14, 1930. The site is a very good one on 
the Lezayre-road at Ramsey. The buildings 
are to be constructed in brick with rustic 
brick and stone dressings and slated roofs.

‘“ Tragarriff’’ is situated on the north 
shore of Bantry Bay, the ground falling 
sharply down to the beach on the south side 
of the house. It is being built for Col. J. 
McD, Haskard, C.M.G., D.S.O., and is of local 
stone, roughly squared, and will have a roof 
of thick slates. The windows have pre-cast 
concrete frames. filled in with steel casements 
and leaded lights. The internal treatment is 
of the simplest, characterised by rough plas- 
tered and, in some places, stone-faced walls, 
heavy-beamed ceilings, and large open fire- 
places for wood or peat fires.

THe annual meeting of donors and sub- 
scribers to the Architects’ Benevolent 
Society was held in the rooms of the Royal 
lustitute of British Architects on May 14, 
Sir Banister Fletcher, F.S.A., P.R.L.B.A., 
President of the Society, in the chair. Those 
present included Mr. Walter Tapper, A.R.A., 
and Mr. H, 8. E. Vanderpant, vice-presi- 
dents, Mr. Maurice E. Webb, honorary 
treasurer, Messrs. H. Greville Montgomery, 
H. Austen Hall, Percy B. Tubbs, C. H. 
Brodie, Fredk. R. Hiorns, E, Stanley Hall, 
Charles Woodward, Maxwell Ayrton, Rudolf 
Dircks, Edward Warren, William Grellier, 
S. Phillips Dales, C. McArthur Butler and 
G. Reginald Farrow. 

The President moved the adoption of the 
8lst annual report of the Council. Following 
are excerpts from the report :— 

“One hundred and three applicants have 
been assisted with grants during the year as 
compared with eighty-five in 1929. Forty of 
these were architects and architects’ assis- 
tants, thirty-nine were widows and twenty- 
four orphans. Fourteen pensioners have 
also been helped, the ten pensions which the 
Society’s by-laws allow being supplemented 
by the three annuities which were founded 
by the late Thomas Dinwiddy, and the 
7 = Florence annuity founded in 1925

In all, £2,511 15s, has been’ Pak saree = 
grants and £693 in pensions, in both cases 
a considerable increase over what was given 
away last year. The Council have also had 
the pleasure of distributing the sum of £60 
received from the Surveyors’ Club Charit- 
able Fund through Mr. Arthur Blomfield to 
give to architects especially deserving of 
consideration and help. Five architects 
were chosen who from old age or ill health 
were in the opinion of the Council peculiarly 
fitted to be the recipients of the Surveyors’ 
Club’s generosity, and the Council have 
gratefully to put on record their thanks to 
the Surveyors’ Club and to Mr. Blomfield. 
Subscriptions show an increase over last 
year, £1,289 having been received in 1930 
as compared with £1,251 in 1929. We are 
pleased to report that donations received 
during the year are double what they were 
in 1929—£589 having been received as 
against £297. The appeal to the Allied Socie- 
ties for their increased support in the work 
of the Society made in 1929 and warmly 
responded to as shown in our last report 
has been rather disappointing in the present 
year. The Council regret to report the re- 
signation of Sir Reginald Blomfield, R.A., 
from the trusteeship of the Society. To fill 
the vacancy caused by his resignation, the 
Council have the pleasure to nominate the 
Royal Institute of British Architects as 
third Trustee to act with Sir Edwin Cooper, 
A.R.A., and Sir Edwin Lutyeus, K.C.1.E., 
R.A., with the idea of becoming in time sole 
Trustee. The Society’s Insurance Scheme con- 
tinues to make slow but steady progress; 
£544 was received in commission during the 
year as compared with £460 in 1929. Among 
the usual activities of house purchase busi- 
ness, life assurance, fire and motor-car in- 
surance, the Committee has also been at 
work on a pension scheme to help architects’ 
assistants to provide themselves with a pen- 
sion when they reach the age of retirement.”’

try by personal persuasion to increase its 
roll of members. When it was explained 
that the Society depended on subscriptions 
for most of its income, it would be seen that 
it had spent more than it could afford, and 
a big effort must be made this year to 
recover.

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Tue Architects (Registration) Bill came be- 
fore the House of Lords in Committee on 
Thursday, May 14, and, as a result of many 
amendments made, was considerably re- 
mode liec 

At the outset Lord Crawford told the 
House that, owing to the large number of 
amendments which the promoters had ac- 
cepted in (Committee of the House of Com- 
mons, there had been a considerable amount 
of confusion in the Bill, and the Home Office 
had decided that the best way to rectify 
this was to omit whole clauses and substi- 
tute new ones. That appeared to be a very 
sensible procedure, and he was much obliged 
io the Home Office for the care and atten- 
tion which they had given to the subject. 
He apologised to the House for being respons- 
ible for a Bill which required so much atten- 
tion, and he submitted it to the favourable 
notice of their lordships. 

The House then proceeded to deal with 
the amendments, and an amendment was 
made to Clause 3, which provides for the 
maintenance of a Register of Architects, to 
make a holder of a certificate who refused 
to surrender it on the demand of the Council 
liable to a penalty not exceeding £20. 

Lord Ponsonby, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, then moved the insertion of the fol- 
lowing new clause, dealing with the Board of 
Architecture and the Admission Committee : 


“ (1) For the purposes of this Act there 
shall be appointed annually by the Council— 
{a} a board of architectural education (in 
this Act referred to as ‘the Board’) con- 
stituted in accordance with the Second 
Schedule to this Act; and 

(b) a committee (in this Act referred to 
as ‘the Admission Committee’) consti- 
tuted in accordance with the Third 
Schedule to this Act. 

2) It shall be the duty -of the Board to 
tecommend to the Council—

(4) For the vipers of paragraph (d) of 
subsection (1) of this section, the prescribed 
qualifications may include the passing of any 
examinations in architecture, the holding of 
which may have been recommended to the 
Council by the Board, and in that event the 
Council shall direct the Board to hold those 
examinations, and those examinations shall 
be held by the Board accordingly at least 
once in each year and at such times and 
places as the Board may determine. Save as 
aforesaid, the Council shall not prescribe 
as a qualification for registration the passing 
of any examination held by or under the 
authority of the Council or the Board.’’ 

Lord Ponsonby pointed out that, in the 
Bill as it left the Commons, there was a 
proviso that recognition of examinations once 
accorded by the Council should not be with 
drawn without the approval of the Privy 
Council. It was not quite clear what was 
the real object of this proviso. But, under 
the revised clause which he had just sub- 
mitted, if a school of architecture were 
aggrieved by the Council striking its 
examinations off the list of prescribed qualli- 
fications it would be able to lay its case 
before the Board of Architectural Education, 
and, if the Board approved its examination, 
the Council would be obliged to restore it 
to the approved list. In practice, the 
Council would probably not strike an 
examination off the list without previously 
consulting the Board, and if the Board did 
not consider the examiration to be up to the 
necessary standard it would be extremely 
difficult for the Privy Council to overrule 
the Board’s decision on a matter solely con 
cerned with professional education. In any 
case, it was not a duty which the Privy 
Council desired to exercise, and it had been 
thought better to omit the proviso from the 
clause. ; 

Lord Crawford completely agreed with the 
new clause. It was, he said, ‘“‘a master- 
piece of compression.” The new clause was 
added to the Bill. 

Clauses 7, 8 and 10 were then deleted, and 
the following new clause was moved by Lord 
Ponsonby to take their place :— 


“ Bemoval of Name from Register for 
Criminal Offence or Professional Mis- 
conduct. 

(1) If any registered person is convicted 
of a criminal offence, or if the committee ap- 
pointed for the purposes of this section, after 
an inquiry held thereunder in respect of any

(2) For the purposes of this section there 
shall, subject as hereinafter provided, be 
appointed annually by the Council a com- 
mittee {in this Act referred to as ‘the 
Discipline Committee ’) consisting of eight 
persons, of whom four shall be registered 
persons nominated by the Council (inclad- 
ing one person who is practising as an 
architect in Scotland), one shall be nomi- 
nated by the Commissioners of Works, one 
shall be nominated by the Minister of 
Health and two shall be nominated by the 
President of the Law Society, and it shall 
be the duty of the said Committee, if so 
directed by the Council, to inquire into, and 
report to the Council on, any case in which 
it is alleged that a registered person has 
been guilty of conduct disgraceful to him in 
his capacity as an architeet: 


Provided that, in the case of any inquiry 
under this section in respect of a registered 
person who is a member of any of the bodies 
referred to in the First Schedule to this 
Act, the Council or other governing body 
of each such body of which the registered 
person is a member shall (except where the 
Discipline Committee already includes a 
member of that body) be entitled to nomi- 
nate one person for membership of that 
Committee, and upon the name of any 
person duly nominated as aforesaid being 
submitted to them in the prescribed manner, 
the Council shall appoint that person to be 
an additional member of the Discipline 
Committee for the purpose of the inquiry 
and of the report of the Committee in 
connection therewith. 


(3) It shall be the duty of the Council to 
direct the Discipline Committee to hold an 
inquiry under this section in any case in 
which it appears to the Council that such 
an inquiry is necessary. 

(4) Where the Council direct the Discipline 
Committee to hold any inquiry under this 
section in respect of a registered person. 
the Council shall forthwith cause to be 
served on that person a written notice of 
the proposed inquiry, specifying the time 
and place at which it is to be held and the 
subject-matter thereof, and that person 
shall, on application made in the prescribed 
manner and within the prescribed period 
from the date of the service of the 
said notice, be entitled to be heard by the 
Discipline Committee at the inquiry, either 
in person or by counsel or a solicitor. 

(5) Where the Council intend to remove 
the name of any person from the Register 
in pursuance of this section, then, before 
so doing, the Council shall eause a written 
notice of their intention to be served on 
that person and shall, on application made 
by that person in the prescribed manner 
within three months from the date of the 
service of the said notice, consider any 
representations with regard to the matter 
which may be made by him to the Counv1). 
either in person or by counsel) or a 
solicitor.” 

Some unimportant verbal alterations 
were made in the clause, which was then 
added to the Bill. Lord Ponsonby explained 
that. under the old clauses, the Discipline 
Committee could investigate the conduet of 
persons other than registered architects.

Clause 9 was then deleted, and was 
replaced by the following clause :— 


“Notice of Removal of Name from Register.

the fee is payable or within such longer 
period .as the Coun i’ may allow, the said 
person pays to the Council the retention fee, 
together with such additional sum (if any) 
by way of penalty as may be prescribed, his 
name shall he restored to the Registrar, and, 
if the Council so direc’, the restoration shall 
have effect as from the date on which his 
name was removed from the Register. 


Lord Ponsonby said that sub-section (5) 
was a new provision which it had been con- 
sidered wise to insert in order to make it 
clear that a registered person who failed after 
due notice te pay his annual retention fee 
should not be allowed to remain on the 
Register.

If he thinks at all deeply, he will 
py ho architect in his senses would 
3 @ expense and trouble of preparing 
ae extra set of drawings atid specification 
for the fun of the thing, but only where he 
is either urged to do so by his client or for 
the useful purpose of checking the results. 
In the first place, the client must have a 
reason for suggesting the invitation, and in 
the second, to be a useful check, the extra 
firm invited will not be chosen as a 
dummy. I am not prepared, however, to 
have it laid down that, except in the parti- 
cular cases specified by “Positive,” a client 
or architect is not justified in accepting 
other than the lowest tender. 

The first object of the client is to get the 
best value for his money; and that of the 
architect to assist him towards this end. 
We may, therefore, take a hypothetical case 
to illustrate a very important exception 
that might be justly taken to the genera] 
implied rule. Suppose among the firms 
invited there was one famous for the super- 
lative quality of its work, and suppose the 
results found that firm placed second by a 
very small amount. The client would be 
quite justified in considering whether he 
would not be getting very much better value 
by employing that firm than by saving a 
few pounds and engaging a less skilful firm. 
The latter might be quite good by an 
average standard, and would be accepted if 
the difference between that and the other 
were considerable; but where the difference 
was but a pound or two, it would surely 
bring the whole system into disrepute if a 
client were denied the right to follow the 
obviously sensible course. 

The decision to build in a certain manner 
and by a certain means must be founded on 
more than a datum of price; and an invita- 
tion to tender is a means of collecting a 
number of alternatives, the relative merits 
of which may be weighed one against the 
other. The choice is not between sums Of 
money, but between values. : 

The other probable danger ot “ Positive’s ” 
scheme would be the creation of a number of 
“shady ” firms with no other object but to 
make a living out of damages awarded for 
tenders passed over. It would be easy for 
such firms to create an atmosphere of doubt 
after their low tender had been sent tn and 
easy to keep that element of doubt fluid 
until their claim for damages had heen 
satisfied. 

But the main reason for leaving the law 
untampered with is that it operates at 
present in the great majority of cases with- 
out injustice. It seems quite 
therefore, to tamper with the system in any 
way, especially as by doing so gapenener 
privileges which are occasionally of age 
value would be denied by such means as 
those suggested.

SOUND-ABSORBING MATERIALS. 


Mr. C. W. Grover delivered recently 
the second of the series of lectures on 
** Acoustic Construction’’ that he is giving 
at the Regent-street Polytechnic. 

The earlier part of the lecture dealt with 
reverberation and echo. Coming to sound- 
absorbing materials, Mr. Glover explained 
that their efficiency was usually tested at a 
frequency <f 512—the word “frequency ”’ 
referring to the length of the sound wave— 
but efficiency at this frequency was not con- 
clusive evidence of efficiency at other fre- 
quencies whether higher or lower. A slide 
showed that out of a number of tested 
materials only one was approximately equally 
absorbent at all frequencies, and this was 
a material whose absorbing power at any 
frequency was relatively low. 


The lecturer gave the following table of 
sound-absorbing co-efficients at the fre 
quency of 512, taking the open window as 
his standard :— 


Open window (100% absorbent) ... 1.00 
Brick wall a about 0.02 
Ordinary plaster ie és 0.03 
Linoleum ae je ee is 0.03 
Wood Ae 0.06 
Carpet... des a ee se 0.20 
Half-inch sound-absorbing 

fibre boards ag es 0.31 


Curtains in folds varied from 0.40 to 0.75, 
and seats varied according to the degree of 
upholstery from 0.15 upwards; 0.15 was the 
co-efficient of a plain wooden seat with a 
plain wooden back; but the figure for a 
chair covered all over with velour was 3.5 
as against 4.7 for a member of the audience. 
The advantage of using such chairs was that 
the absorption power of the auditorium did 
not vary so much according to the number 
of persons present as it did with plain 
wooden seats. A point in this connection 
was that if some seats were upholstered and 
others not, the upholstered seats were gener- 
ally in front of the auditorium, but from 
the acoustic point of view it was more use- 
ful to have the well-upholstered seats at the 
back, The absorptive power of an audience 
was so high that usually more than half the 
total absorption in a theatre was attributable 
to this cause, and this led sometimes to a 
mistaken idea that if the audience were suffi- 
ciently numerous all reverberation or echo 
would be impossible. But this could only 
be the case if the audience were equally dis- 
tributed not only over the floor but also 
over the walls and ceiling. Similarly with 
regard to absorptive materials, it was neces- 
sary not only that they should be efficient 
but that they be distributed in the right 


The ideal acoustic material, proceeded the 
lecturer, should have (1) a high co-efficient 
of sound absorption, enabling the quantity 
used to be cut down to a minimum; (2) ab- 
sorption should be reasonably constant over 
the full range of audio-frequency, thus 
maintaining the correct balance of tone in 
complex sounds; (3) the material should be 
reasonably fire-resistant (this was especially 
desirable in the case of a board absorbent 
fixed clear of the wall or roof and with 
an air space behind); (4) it should pos- 
sess structural strength (this was especially 
necessary in the case of acoustic partitions 
or where an absorbent was used as part of 
the structure of a wall or ceiling); (5) it 
should be durable and not subject to deca 
by moisture; (6) it should possess a hi 
degree of heat insulation; (7) moisture con- 
densing on the surface should not be taken 
up as it impaired acoustic qualities; (8) it 
should possess a high light-reflection co- 
efficient; (9) expansion and contraction with 
changes of atmospheric humidity should be 
small enough to be negligible ; (io) it should 
resonate over a wide range of audio-fre- 
quency; (11) it should be easily handled, 
cut, worked, bent and fixed; (12) it should 
be odourless, decorative and hygienic; (13) it 


should be free from the attacks of insects or 
vermin; (14) it should be economical. 

Dealing with the methods of applying 
sound-absorbing materials, the lecturer said 
those of beard en could be laid flat on a 
wall or ceiling, or they could be fastened to 
battens so as to leave an air space behind. 
The latter method was better from the 
acoustic point of view, but the battens 
should be arranged to form squares, because 
if arranged only in horizontal strips, they 
a have a chimney effect in the event of 

re. 

The lecturer showed by a slide the result 
of a fire test on some specimens of sound- 
absorbing materials. He explained that one 
of the most resistant was made of straw, 
but the straw was packed so closely that it 
would not burn. Most absorbents could be 
made fireproof. He gave the following pre- 
scription for a fire-proofing solution :—‘ 


Boric acid ... vi ... Los. 
Ammonium phosphato 8 oz. 
Water a me 5 pts. 


This solution, he said, should be sprayed 
on hot. 

A considerable number of slides showed 
the possibilities of sound-absorbing materials 
for decorative purposes. The lecturer ex- 
plained that if it was desired to colour them, 
tinting or stencilling was better than using 
oil paint or distemper, because if the pores 
were stopped up the sound-absorbing power 
of the material was thereby reduced. 


Among other matters dealt with was the 
Rerliner system of combining resonance with 
absorption. In this system, which was 
largely used in America, but as yet very 
little here, the walls were covered with 
paper discs strengthened with a galvanised 
wire netting. The discs were nailed on to 
the wall and covered with acoustic plaster. 
Thus, underneath the disc there was an en- 
closed air space which allowed the wall to 
resonate while the plaster absorbed. Appa- 
rently it would give a tone bias, for all the 
dises, being of the same size, would resonate 
to the same note.

theatres during recent years, it was found 
difficult adequately to ventilate them by 
adopting the old method of “‘ side’ ventila- 
tion, and most were now ventilated on the 
* downward ”’ system. Not only did this 
give a much better distribution ‘of air ove: 
the whole area, but gave a better cooling 
effect in the summer, which was very 
important. 

As these large plants were installed to giv 
comfort conditions for the patrons, it was 
necessary to remember that there were three 
main factors influencing the conditions: (1) 
‘dry bulb temperature, (2) wet bulb tempera 
ture, and (3) air motion, and that the altera 
tion of any one of these factors would affect 
the degree of comfort. The dry bulb tem 
perature by itself was not an indication as 
to the degree of comfort in any room ci 
building. The comfort zone was a fairly 
wide one, depending on the relationship ot 
each of the above factors, and as a definite 
comfort condition was not necessarily ~ a 
healthful one, care must be taken to choose 
the relationship of the above factors to give 
a healthful and comfortable atmosphere. 

Air-conditioning apparatus required a fairly 
large space for its accommodation, and 
the boiler equipment required in conjunction 
with such a plant wag considerably large: 
than that required for an ordinary radiator 
heating system. 

With reference to air distribution, large 
duct areas were necessary if the plant was 
to function in an efficient and silent manner. 
In a typical arrangement of input duct work 
ia a scheme of downward ventilation, extract 
would be taken out through the balcony 
risers and the stalls floor. 

Regarding the quantity of air required, the 
London County Council, in its own area, 
required a minimum of 1,000 cu. ft. of ain 
per person per hour, but w hen the ‘‘ down 
ward *’ system was installed, not less than 
1,500 cu. ft. per head per hour was allowed, 
and often 1,800 to 2,000 cu. ft. per head per 
hour. The introduction of such large air 
quantities caused a definite air motion within 
the space that was being ventilated, not as a 
draught, but as a slow, even movement over 
the whole area. In this connection the 
methods of introducing th 
fully studied. 

The temperature of the air entering the 
theatre could be controlled from a central 
temperature contro] station. The tempera 
tures were recorded at each pomt in the 
building, and if an alteration was required 
compressed air relay valves could be operated 
on the various heaters in different parts of 
the building. 

The electrical work in connection with a 
cinema was naturally somewliat complicated, 
and it was best left in the hands of a com- 
petent electrical consultant on account of its 
specialised nature. According to the regu 
lations two separate systems of lighting 
had to be used in the house, and if electricity 
was used for both these, the supplies had 
to be from two different companies, 01 
else from one company, with a secondary 
supply stored in batteries. This latter meant 
the provision of a battery 
former two separate intake rooms 
notices had to be lighted on the two syste! 
and when the picture was showing thet 
had to be sufficient lighting in the house to 
enable the public to find their seats and 
leave them. 

The lighting of the stage by means 
float, battens, etc., was usually arranged so 
that it could be controlled from both the 
box and from a switchboard or control pane! 
on the stage. The motors controiling the 
tableau curtains and the screen curtain were 
also designed so that they could be operated 
from the bio box, and the control of the light 
ing of the auditorium was also done from the 
stage or the bio box Most of the houses 
to-day had a relay-room with loudspeakers 1 
the entrance vestibules and waiting spaces 
for broadcasting music, which was frequently 
supplied by the organ installed in the igs 
House ‘phones were installed between all 
parts of the house to facilitate the running 
of the programme. 
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Most of the modern houses to-day weie 
equipped with a large orgah in which prac 
tically every sound effect could be obtained, 
from the crying of a baby to the roaring of 
a hon. Provision must be made in the pian- 
ning of the house for the accommodation of 
a biower-room, and for the housing of the 
large number of pipes and sound effects, such 
as drums, cymbals, ete. The organ console 
at the “ Trocadero’ Cinema was placed in 
the orchestra enclosure on an electric lift, so 
that when solos were being played, the plat- 
form of the console could be raised level with 
the stage, and this particular one could be 
rotated as well The shutters through which 
the organ spoke had to be of hardwood and 
migit be located on either side of the pros- 
cenium opening or above the proscenium 
arch, or under the stage. One point to be 
onsidered in connection with the position of 
the organ chamber, was that of nuisance to 
adjoining owners, as the actual noise in the 
chamber when the organ was “ all out" was 
tremendous. This particularly applied to 
cinemas which were built in congested areas 
and were surrounded by adjoining proper 
ties. In some theatres the orchestra pit could 
be raised to the level of the stage on a lift, so 
that the orchestra might be in view of the 
public when rendering their selection. 

A bandvoom and musical director’s-room 
with the necessary lavatory accommodation 
must be provided, together with a music 
library. Provision must be made for a 
manager’s-room, which was usually placed ad- 
jacent to the entrance vestibule, and male and 
female staff-rooms must be provided with easy 
access from the house. For cleaning pu 
poses a vacuum cleaning plant was installed 
with several points distributed about the 
house for hose connections, 

The regulations made by the London Fire 
Brigade were mainly concentrated on the two 
chief points of fire risk in a cinema, namely, 
stage and bio box, and as he had stated, 
provision must be made at both these points 
to cut them off immediately from the publi 
portion of the house should any fire occur 
end to put the same out quickly by means of 
extinguishers, or fire hose. Fire hydrants 
had to be provided in the auditorium and on 
the stage and sprinkler installations over the 
stage and in places like the scene dock, pro 
nerty-room, etc. In London no soft wood was 
permitted to be used in the construction of 
the building, and the fibrous plaster had to be 
secured to steel bracketing. All the fabric 
used 1m the curtains must be of non-inflam 
mable material, and all hangings on the stage 
had to be fire-proofed. 

The cinema elevation should possess dignity 
and sobriety, sufficient to denote its import 
ance, though austerity must be avoided, a 
touch of colour or gaiety was permissible, but 
not too startling; and, most telling of all, 
there should be a bigness of conception that 
would entice us to enter and convince us of 
the theatre's power to take control of us for 
the time being and entertain us without an 
effort on our part. The advertisement value 
of a good external elevation, appropriately

Unlike most other buildings the cinema 
elevation had to be conspicuous by night as 
well as by day, and so the effective lighting 
of the most important portions became part of 
the problem. The entrance doors should be 
hathed in a flood of light and this could he 
cone from the underside of the canopy, while 
the upper part of the ae could usually be 
well illuminated by floedlights placed on the 
top of the canopy. Electric signs, particu 
larly of the Neon variety, had their advertis 
ing use, but these should be designed in con 
junction with the elevation and not applied 
where they would detract from the design. 
Where posters had to be provided it was 
essential to incorporate these in the design 
of the elevation. One often saw a cinema 
front where no provision had been made for 
posters and the management had applied great 
nlacards across architectural features, and 
even windows, to the detriment of the design 
Small poster frames and showcases for cut- 
out scenes could be incorporated in the lower 


part of the elevation

Rent Restrictions. : 


Mr. Greenwoop informed members that 
the Committee on Rent Restrictions had not 
finished its investigations and he was not 
therefore in a position to give any precise 
indication when its Report might be expected. 
He certainly hoped, however, to receive it 
before the end of the session. 


Sma!] Houses for Old People. 


Mr. Herriorrs asked the Minister of 
Health how many applications had been made 
by local authorities to build small houses for 
aged people and the number which had been 
sanctioned by his department; and what 
would be the average rent for these houses? 

Mr. GREENWOop replied that 24 such 
applications had been made, and 22 of them, 
covering 694 dwellings, had been approved. 
Two recently received applications covering 
52 dwellings were under consideration. Com- 
plete information as to cost was not yet avail- 
able, but the rents should not on an average 
exceed 3s. in agricultural parishes and 3s. 9d. 
in other areas. He hoped that the rents 
would be less than those figures. 


A Housing Board? 


Str K. Woop asked the Minister of Health 
if he had now given further consideration to 
the proposal for the institution of a national 
housing board which would have jurisdiction 
in relation to State-aided house building ; and 
if he had come to any conclusion upon this 
proposal. 

Mr. GREENWOOD said that careful considera- 
tion was being given to proposals which had 
been made with a view to meeting the special 
difficulties of rural housing. 


Land Taxes Staff. 


Me. Peruick Lawrence (Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury) informed Mr. D. G. Somer- 
ville that the additional staff needed in con- 
nection with the taxation of Land Values 
would be engaged on a temporary footing; 
the professional element would be drawn from 
sources outside the Civil Service, and the 
non-professional staff through the channels of 
the Joint Substitution Board or its Divisional 
Selection Committees, or the Employment 
Exchanges. It was too early to forecast what 
increase in the permanent establishment 
might be rendered necessary. It was antici- 
pated that each quinquennial valuation would 
necessitate the temporary engagement of 
additional staff for a short period 


Town Planning. 


Mr. Epe asked the Minister of Health if’ he 
would state how many applications to vary a 
town planning scheme had been received by 
his department during each of the last three 
years for which statistics were available : how 
many such applications had been wholly re- 
fused; how many had been granted; and 
how many had been granted but with modi- 
fications. 

Mr. Greenwoop said that the number of 
applications for his approval to vary town 
planning schemes during the last three years 
ending on March 31, were two each year. He 
disapproved one, and approved two without 
modifications, and three with modifications on 
matters of drafting. 


Price of Bricks. 


Mr. Srwon asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was aware that the Report of the 
Inter-Departmental Committee on the prices 
of building materials for the period 
ended March, 1931, showed that the prices 
of bricks in Leeds and Birmingham had not 
decreased since 1924 in spite of the general 
fall in prices ; and whether he could now state 
what action he proposed to take to ensure the 
lowest practicable prices of building materials. 

Mr. Greenwoop said he was. He under- 
stood, however, that in Birmingham the 
price of bricks had since fallen by 5s. per

THE COUNTRY BUILDER. 

Bumpinc in country places is a very dif- 
ferent thing to-day from what it was even 
twenty years ago. The coming of the fast 
road service has so shortened the distance be- 
tween the village, the small town and the 
arge towns, that the distinctions that formely 
existed between builders carrying on business 
in these places are rapidly disappearing. 
While this has certain advantages, it is mm 
many ways to be deplored, because it marks 
one more stage towards the complete victory 
of the machine and a further decline in the 
average skill of the handicraftsmen. Crafts- 
men cannot be expected either to acquire or 
maintain skill when the conditions are such 
that their main occupation is the assembling 
ind fixing of machine products. But though 
the machine is winning all along the line, there 
are still some places lying off the main traffic 
routes where the old-time methods of build- 
ing are still practised and where personal 
pride in good craftsmanship is not yet extinct. 
In one such place a builder whom I had 
known for many years died a few months 
ago. He had during his lifetime carried out 
many contracts ranging up to £10,000, and 
obtained in competition, without ever owning 
ny power-driven machinery and_ without 
even the aid of a telephone. Of late 
years he had been more or less_ reluct- 
tly compelled to purchase partly manufac 
tured joinery where there was so much repe- 
ution work as to give the machine an over 
whelming advantage; but his boast was that 
on smaller work his men were so_ willing 
and so skilled that he did not require 
machinery. This was only partly true from 
practical business point of view, but at all 
events he was successful, and left a not incon 
siderable amount of money and real property 
behind when he died. 

In country districts building is even more 
interrupted by the seasons than in the towns. 
The land always claims priority, and harvest- 
ing operations make a call on the full man- 
power of the village and the woman and 
child power also. The builder has a real 
interest in the success of the harvest, because 
by the time the corn has ripened and been 
made ready for market his accounts will also 
have ripened and become due for payment. 
It is not always understood that in many 
districts ‘ general settlement of accounts is 
only to le expected once a year. In any 
event, most of the builder’s men will have 
“les of some sort connecting them to the 
and, ani will answer the call to harvest.

Dealings in artificial manures, seeds and 
cattle foods have a similar effect. But 
whatever the chosen sideline may be, its 
main object is so to balance business that 
full-time work can be found for at least the 
nucleus of a staff. I have come across all 
sorts of other combinations in which it is 
not always so easy to see the connection. 
“Builder, Well Sinker and Water Diviner ” 
does not present much difficulty, but 
“Builder and Family Grocer”’ puzzled me 
until I found that the builder had married 
into the business. “Builder and Hote] Pro- 
prietor ’”’ is fairly often met with, but the 
most curious title I ever came across was 
“Builder and Licensed Bailiff.”’ “Builder and 
Architect,”” once one of the most frequent 
combinations met with in country districts, 
is, I am glad to say, dying out. 


The Estate Men. 

Before going on to consider the men 
directly employed by the country buttder, rt 
serves a useful purpose to treee their 
ancestry. Go far enough back in history, 
and it would be found that practically all 
building other than perhaps ecclesiastical 
was directly initiated and controlled by the 
feudal owners of the estate. The architect 
at that time was one of the upper members 
of the staff and ranked with the clerk or 
secretary, captain of the guard, steward, 
chief armourer, and so on, and sometimes 
held dual office. Even so lately as eighty 
years ago, and perhaps later, some of the 
great land owners had architects of their 
own with a suite of rooms in their country 
seats. In the town there might be architects 
solely concerned with their principals’ pro- 
perty, but in later years 1f was found more 
practicable to pay a retaining fee and allow 
them to supplement this by private practice. 
But the general underlying reasons for 
building and doing maintenance work with 
permanently employed staffs under the con- 
trol of an agent also directly employed held 
good until comparatively recent times 
These building staffs were the nurseries of 
the craftsmen and gave them opportunifres 
that with the break up of the large landed 
estates are not likely to be again afforded 
them. 

Men once on these estate staffs were (sub- 
ject to good conduct) sure of a lifelong job 
and their sons often sueceeded them. Some 
of the finest panelling to be seen in old 
country houses has been carried out hy 
carpenters bred, born and trained on the 
estate, and a man might in his old are Rg

In the first ease the 
existing staff learnt something new by 
working with them, and in the latter by 
watching and questioning them. Sometimes 
one of the newcomers would be pressed to 
stay behind to carry out similar craft work 
for neighbouring owners, and some of the 
long-established country businesses that 
have descended from father to son through 
several generations originated in this way. 


The Men of To-day. 

But the old days have gone and the men 
they produced are going. The older 
men in a country builder’s pay have, as a 
rule, a very fair amount of skill in more 
than one trade. Thus, many who are pri- 
marily bricklayers can make a reasonably 
good job of plain plastering work, and can 
fix slates and do both roof and floor tiling. 
The carpenter has a knowledge of wheel- 
wrighting and is skilled with the axe and 
adze; some that I have met can do a little 
carving and turning, and make a passable 
job of french polishing. The plumber is 
a man of many parts; he can cast lead, 
make a lead pump, make lead lights, do 
ordinary painting and sometimes even 
graining; occasionally he can do a certain 
amount of smith’s work, though more fre- 
quently it is the other way about, and 
one finds smiths who can do straightfor- 
ward plumbing. Both plumber and smith 
are expected to know more about motor- 
cars, wireless sets, and gramophones than 
the actual makers; at least, this is so in 
some villages. The younger man goes off 
on his motor-cycle to the towns and engages 
in ohne trade only. Preseatly we see him 
hack again, with a lot of others, brought 
by a light lorry, and before we know where 
we are he and his friends have transformed 
a quaint old shop in the High-street into 
a modern emporium, with plate glass win- 
dows, cash registers, bacon-slicers, and all 
the other labour-saving devices that make 
for heaven and suburbia. 


A Last Stronghold. 

Although in the older meaning of the 
term, the ‘‘ country builder,’ like some 
other craftsmen, is dying out, there are 
some places from which his town competi- 
tors will find it difficult to dislodge him. 
Such places are those not only difficult of 
access, but having a local material in com- 
mon use which requires to be handled by 
men familiar with it. In the Welsh hills, 
for instance, a builder may be expected to 
quarry hig material before starting to build 
with it, and that material may be anything 
from a slate or stone that does not split 
up readily enough to be used ag a roof 
covering, to the hardest and coarsest of 
granite He will not be able to buy it 
ready cut except at prohibitive prices, be- 
cause the Welshman, though hospitable, does 
not encourage the stranger when compet- 
ing with his own people. But the fast 
motor-lorry is making even these hitherto 
inaccessible places open to the builder from 
town, and brick-built houses are now found 
perched on rocky crags with disused quar- 


ries below them—which is a pity. But 
is long as a brick with a machine-dragged 
face can be misecalled “ rustic,’’ I suppose a 
salve is found for the conscience. 

{ had hoped when I started to write this 
essay to strike at least one note of optimism. 
but [ cannot find a convincing reason for 


any well-founded hope that the country 
huilder will eontinue to flourish as of old 
I do not mean by this that builders wil! 
not continue to hold their own where their 
works are situated in market town and 
rural areas; far from it. What is happen- 
ing is that they are installing machinery 
and organising their businesses on the 
same lines as those found to be necessary 
in the larger towns.- They now have to 
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compete with the townsmen, and to «do s0 
successfully must equip themselves in like 
manner. 

Nor do I claim that the craftsman 
will entirely disappear; that would be in- 
tolerable. But almost every day brings 
some new evidence of the victory of the 
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machines, and the cost of handicraft work 
becomes comparatively much dearer; not 
actually much more expensive than it was, 
perhaps, but dearer when compared with the 
machine product. It is thus less in de- 
mand, and, without practice, the same high 
average of skill cannot be maintained. 


THE BUILDING RESEARCH STATION 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

The following abstracts of inquiries ve pe 
sent a number of those recently submitted to 
the Building Research Station.* The in- 
formation given in the replies quoted is based 
on available knowledge. It has to be borne 
in mind that further scientific investigations 
may in the course of time indicate directions 
in which the replies might be supplemented 
or modified. Moreover, the replies relate to 
the specific subject of such on fe and 
are not necessarily suitable for general appli- 
cation to ali similar problems. 


Failure of Paint on Plaster. 

(1) A manufacturer reports that a thick 
cardboard wall-paper in the hall of a house 
shows occasional white spots, and that the 
surface near these spots is sticky. The draw- 
ing+room is decorated with a blue, ready- 
mixed, high-gloss paint finish, and this paint 
is not only similarly affected, but also dis- 
coloured, the blue being turned to brown. 
The rest of the house shows no defect. 

Reply :— 

From the description of the failure of the 
blue paint it would appear that the trouble 
is due to saponification of the oil and chemi- 
cal destruction of the pigment. This type 
of failure is liable to occur whenever both 
free lime and alkali salts are present, to- 
gether with moisture in the material painted. 
' The gypsum plaster employed contains 
alkali salts, and, while used alone would not 
cause saponification of the oil in paint, it is 
likely to do so if contaminated with lime. 
It is suggested, therefore, that lime may have 
found its way into the plaster. A possible 
source of lime would be the mortar in the 
joints of a brickwork backing; again, a small 
quantity of lime may have been added by 
an individual plasterer to improve the ease 
of working; such a practice is common. 


The presence of alkali salts in the sand 
would be sufficient to account for failure pro- 
vided lime were also present. 


It is possible that the defect occurring on 
the wallpaper may be connected with the 
growth of moulds or might be produced by 
the same causes which induce the saponifica- 
tion of the paint.

(2) An architect writes inviting criticism 
of a method he proposes to use for anchoring 
stone facings to reinforced concrete stan- 
chions. A patent system of anchorage is to 
be used, and the architect contemplates em- 
bedding a galvanised steel bar in the con- 
crete and using brass anchors in the stone 
beds with a view to decreasing the danger 
of corrosion.

Theoretically, brass associated with galvan- 
ised steel may promote cathodic action, and 
so accelerate the corrosion of the steel; but, 
in the presence of an alkaline solution pro- 
duced by mortar, cement, or calcareous 
stone, it is possible that a protective film 
would form on the metal. Nevertheless, it is 
worth while avoiding the possibility of elec- 
trolytic action by using galvanised steel 
throughout, or alternatively, brass through- 
out, 

For the highest degree of permanence the 
use of bronze would be desirable. 


Failure of Plaster Ceiling. 


(3) An architect wishes to know whether 
the chemical analysis of a sample of plaster

from a ceiling which has fallen would furnish 
a clue to the composition of the plaster and 
to the cause of the failure. 

He states that the rendering is supposed 
to be composed of gypsum plaster gauged 
with lime, sand and hair, and the finishing 
coat of neat gypsum plaster gauged with lime. 
Reply :— 

From a superficial examination of the 
sample submitted, the undercoat appears to 
be rather soft, and weak for a lime-gauged 
gypsum plaster and contains little hair. The 
rendering has apparently been applied to a 
cement screed or concrete backing which had 
keys provided by the use of a “‘ drag.’’ From 
qualitative tests it is evident that a gypsum 
plaster gauged with lime has been used in 
the original mix. 

A number of failures of this type have 
been examined, and it has been found that 
chemical analysis seldom indicates the cause 
of the failure. At best, such an analysis will 
only give a rough guide as to the proportions 
of the mix, but it does not provide any data 
as to the quality and condition of the 
materials originally used. 

In practical plastering three factors are of 
the utmost importance, namely, the cleanli- 
ness of the base to which the plaster is to be 
applied (which may be interpreted as free- 
dom from dust and loose particles), the 
phenomenon known to the trade as “‘ suc- 
tion,”’ and the provision of an adequate key 
to the backing. It is, of course, impossible 
with a lapse of time to tell whether suffi- 
cient regard has originally been paid to 
cleanliness, 

‘Suction ”’ is the term used to denote the 
rate at which moisture will be drawn by the 
base from the plaster. It is controlled by 
wetting the base to a degree depending on its 
nature. Many failures examined by the 
Building Research Station have been shown 
to be attributable to lack of judgment in 
controlling the ‘‘ suction ’”’ factor. Although 
occasionally failures may be due to an excess 
of water, the cause is more often an insuffi- 
ciency of water in the base. This deficiency 
is particularly dangerous when modern gyp- 
sum plasters are employed, as it is essential 
that these should retain enough moisture to 
enable the action of setting to develop fully. 

The use of a steel drag is a common method 
of providing keys in a cement screed or con- 
crete base, but such drags are of little value. 
Undercut keys, however, would lessen the 
probability of failure and, in the event of 
poor adhesion, between the plaster and the 
base, these keys would ensure sufficient 
strength to prevent the falling of the plaster. 
Undercut keys may, for example, be obtained 
by placing specially designed rubber strips 
on the shuttering of the base for remova! 
when the shuttering is taken down, leaving 
a suitable recess in the base into which the 
plaster may be forced. 


Penetration of Walls by Driving Rain. 


(4) A builder wishes to know how to over- 
come the difficulties of keeping out driving 
rain which penetrates through the walls of a 
recently erected office building. The build- 
ing has a plan measurement of approximately 
20 ft. by Bft. and is of two stories, 
ground and upper floors; the walls are built 
of common building bricks rendered extern- 
ally with Portland cement and finished in 
white cement; the inner surfaces are ren- 
dered with Portland cement and finished 
with plaster. The concrete floor and roof 
are of a patented hollow tile construction and 
the roof is finished with mastic asphalt. All 
loads from floor and roof are carried by solid 
brick piers forming part of the outer walls.

Discussing these factors in more detail 

(a) So far as can be ascertained, no pro 
vision has been made in the way of expan. 
sion joints to accommodate thermal move 
ments of the roof slab. The asphalt cover. 
ing, although in excellent condition, presents 
a black surface which readily absorbs solar 
heat. It is well within the bounds of possi- 
bility that on a hot summer day a tempers. 
ture of the order of 90 deg. to 100 deg. Fahr. 
may be attained in the roof conerete and 
steel. It is probable that the temperature 
may be lowered to 30 deg. to 40 deg. Fahr 
in cold weather in winter. Thus a roof 
slab would be liable to a temperature range 
of at least 50 deg. Fahr., and possibly even 
greater. On a length of about 200 ft. the 
difference in length between summer and 
winter conditions is likely to be of the order 
of 2 in., and, although the supporting brick- 
work may expand to some extent with the 
roof slab, it is obvious that a considereble 
differential movement is to be expected. 
The fact that the structural cracking is 
greatest at both ends of the building is a 
strong confirmation that thermal movements 
are the prime cause. 

(b) The tendency of cement renderings to 
develop “crazing’’ is widely recognised. 
The development of ‘‘crazing”’ into larger 
cracks has been accentuated by the struc 
tural movements already discussed, and for 
this reason the cracking is more pronounced 
at the ends of the building, and — 
just below the level of the roof slab, 

(c) The development of cracks and hollow 
areas in cement renderings, due to the pre 
sence of magnesium sulphate in bricks, has 
been discussed in an article by Mr. F. L. 
Brady, of this station, in Nature, 1930, 126 
(3183), 684. The presence of certaim hollow 
areas in the parapet rendering, which oe 
removal have been found to show a whitish 
mushy material on the surface of the bricks, 
suggests that in places, at any rate, this 
action has been proceeding. 

The remedial measures to be adopted - 
a case of this sort present certain difficulties.

“Sweating” of Magnesium Oxychloride 
Flooring. 

(5) A borough surveyor requests informa- 
tion as to the probable cause of ‘* sweating i 
{ magnesium oxychloride (composition) floor- 
ing laid on the solid concrete sub-floors in the 
round floor of maisonettes. During damp 
veather moisture appears on the floors of 
rooms which are not usually heated, and the 
beads of water eventually form a pool. It is 
stated that where the floors Save been 
pened up the concrete appears quite sound 


and dry. 

Reply :— 

It is not easy to assign a definite cause to 
this defect, particularly without inspection. 
fhe presence of an excessive amount of mag- 
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nesium chloride would certainly seem, in the 
opinion of the station, to be a likely explana 
tion, since, on account of its hygroscopic 
nature, this salt very readily attracts 
moisture. It should be pointed out, however, 
that it is a difficult matter to define what 
constitutes an excessive amount of magnesium 
chloride in this type of material, since 
quantity which might be deemed excessive 
for one particular mix might be perfectly 
normal for another. Nevertheless, it is not 
at all uncommon to find an excess of this 
salt in oxychloride floors. 

Another factor which may have contributed 
to the defect in the case mentioned is the 
permeability of the concrete sub-floor. Should 
this be of a porous, permeable nature, it 
might easily allow the penetration of eithe: 
water or water-vapour if the foundation were 
damp. The fact that the concrete appears 
sound and dry when the oxychloride flooring 
is removed does not preclude the possibility 
of the penetration of water-vapour, which 
would tend to keep th: floor damp. When 
laying a -hygroscopic material such as oxy- 
chloride cement, it is particularly important 
that the: sub-floor should he as dense and 
impermeable as possible. 

It may be possible to minimise the “ sweat 
ing’’ of the floors by first drying them 
thoroughly by heating and ventilating the 
rooms, and then applying one or two coats of 
linseed oil.

Properties of Elm. 

Under the aegis of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory has issued 
Bulletin No. 7, Home-grown Timbers: Their 
Anatomical Structure and its Relation to 
Physical Properties, dealing with Elm Wood. 
This report is an account of a study of the 
three most important species of elm grown 
in Great Britain. The importance of investi- 
gations of this kind in supplying the informa- 
tion necessary for accurate identification is 
indicated by the differences in the anatomical 
structure of the wood in different parts of a 
tree. The effect of these variations on the 
specific gravity and the mechanical properties 
of the timber is also apparent. It is well 
known that the often quoted generalisation 
that in ring-porous hardwoods the propor- 
tion of summerwood may be regarded as an 
index of the mechanical properties is only 
approximately true. In the present work 
an attempt has been made to trace more 
aceurately the source of mechanical strength. 
Results show that the wood fibres, the 
elements which contribute most to the 
mechanical strength of the timber, vary 
considerably in their composition, and there 
is reason to believe that the composition of 
the fibre walls is of no less significance than 
their actual volume Price 3s.
